a !9~year old uember at our camo staff, and Oave Dure]!, our Came D irecto r, 
had_ccnfided in Ours 1 1 and Oav^iad asked me to meet with them to hear ^H L s 
■ story, the incident happened when HH was 16 years old while on an o uting to our 
new camo with the Piaestone grouo to clear trails. Mr. Solo and BSwere th s only 
two who went. They did some work and then camped overnight in an area near camo. 
During the overnight: camoing exoerianca, they drank beer ana vgeka and play ed str io 
poicer. Toward the end of the card game, Mr. ;<olo took Polaroid pictures of 
^^■tald us that because of so much drinking, he got sic:< t wen- out of the tent ? 
and then came back in and did not pass out, but laid down faeling very lousy. He 
said that he was sexually molested at that time and th at not hing else happened the 
remainder of the event. They went home the next day. jjggjalso indicated that he 
was afraid to talk to anyone about the incident, although he did visit with two 
different psychologists because of the guilt feelings he had. He said he came for- 
ward now because he was accroached again by Mr. Kola to go on a weekend water ski- 
ing trip, I told Mr. Kolp of these allegations, and he admitted that he had con- 
tributed to the delinquency of a minor through the purchas e of beer and vodka* that 
he did play strip poker, and that he did take pictures of in the nude. He 
said that he did not assaul t him sexually. 3oth Mr, 3ond and mysalf felt that there 
was enough admitted charges to deny him registration in our organization, and we 
both have strong feelings that he did not tall the truth aoout^the assauit.

He has agreed to terminate his memoer- 
snip in Scouting.
